This eminent man, the FatHer oF American HistoricaL Paintine, 
has left many relics, in Books, Prints and Original Pictures, not only 
intrinsically valuable, but to collectors, antiquarians, and friends, most 
interesting, from their personal relation to the distinguished Patriot- 
Artist. 

The Onicinat Pictures comprise five large copies, (9 by 6 feet,) 
by himself, of Scenes or THE American Revo.urion, the original 
studies of which (30 inches by 20) are in the Trumputt GaLtery in 
Yale College ; besides a considerable number of other Original Com- 
positions, Portraits, and Copies from the works of Ancient Masters. 
Many of these being large, were designed for a Public Gallery, while 
others are suitable for private Cabinets. 

The Prints are numerous, and consist of the Batre or BunKER 
Hitt and Deatu or Gen. Warren, by Mutter, 30 by 20 inches ; 
the Deatn or Generat Montcomery at Quebec, by CLeMENs, also 
30 by 20 inches; the Dectaration oF INDEPENDENCE, by Duranp, 
30 by 20 inches; the SorrizE or Giprattar, by Suarp; the full 
length of GeneraL WAsHINGTON, esteemed the best military Portrait 
extant of the Father of his Country. Beside these there are other small 
sized prints (20 by 15 inches) of the same subjects. These prints are, 
aside from the merit of the originals, among the best productions of 
the engraver’s art; no more distinguished names can be found than 
Miller of Stuttgard, Clemens of Denmark, and Sharp of London; 
while Durand’s print of the Declaration is allowed on all hands to 
stand at the head of all American works of equal size. Sharp’s Sortie 
of Gibraltar is also considered his chef d’euvre in historic engraving. 

The Lisrary is a most valuable collection of standard works, (over 
500 volumes,) of the best editions, full bound, and in fine order. A 
large part are quarto and folio. It embraces, chiefly, English classics, 
works on the arts, and history. Some of them are in French, Spanish, 
and Italian. And there are many volumes of plates of the most inter- 
esting subjects, both ancient and modern. It is most desirable that, if 
sold, the library should be preserved entire, and not scattered.
